CONCERNING I',£REDITY.

striking iustanoo of inheritance is often 
hailed us wonderful und inexplicable;; yet 
such cases avc merely cxupfrcruteil exam- 
ples of a phenomenon of which every fami- 
ly—nay, every individual—affords 
iM-oof. 


\Vo all inherit, in a more or less variable 
.degree, tho physical constitution and tho 
mental aptitudes of our parents; but this 
.'law of inheritance is liable to so much mod- 
ification that frequently its operations be- 
coir.es entirely lost to view. When two 
i forces act upo'n a body the resultant is a 
'mean between tlio two components. This 
moan is not merely in all cases different 
from cither component, but it is a variable 
.mean, tho variation doponJinKupon the rel- 
ative strength of tho two componcntforces. 
Inheritance affords an exact parallel to this 
'elementary law of mechanics, ^o child is 
^utircly Hire cither parent; and the inher- 
litauco of two sets of tendencies which may 
'bo allied to each other may result in char- 
\ actors possessed by neither parent. This 
•result is no breach of law of inheritance, 
but is in strict harmony with its most pre- 
cise conditions; yet it is ;iot surprising that 
a law subject to such indefinite variation 
should gain scanty recognition except from 
,thoso who liavo miulo it u special study, 
!aud can, therefore, readily distinguish 
an explicable exception to a law from. 
an actual breach of it. Cases arc on record 
ot families whoso members are character- 
ized by tho possession of a supernumerary 
diprit on tho hands and feet, and this remark- 
able peculiarity has 
been 
transmitted 


through livo generations, showing how 
strong is tho- force of inheritance in oven 
such a minor detail of structure. A still 
more singular instance is that of Lambert, 
tho well-known "porcupine man," whoso 
sl:in was thickly covered with warty pro- 
jections, which wore periodically molted. 
Ho had six children who were similarly 
affected; and two of. his grandsons inherited 
tho strange, peculiarity. The writer is ac- 
quainted with a. gentleman who t;.d a 
marked drooping of tho left eyelid. His 
son. inherits this peculiarity, but in a less 
remarkable degree. Oao of tho most singu- 
lar instances of inheritance is that recorded 
by Uocandollc. 
Thcro was a family in 


Franco of which tho leading representa- 
tives could, when n .youth, pitch several 
books from his head by the movement of 
tho scalp alone, and ho used to win wagers 
by performing this font. His father, uncle, 
grandfather and his thrco children pos- 
sessed tho same power to tho same unusual 
degree. This family became divided eight 
generations ago into two branches, so that 
tho head of tho above-mentioned branch is 
cousin In tho seventh degree to tho head of 
the other branch. This distant cousin re- 
sided In another part of Prance, and on be- 
ing asked whether lio possessed tho samo 
faculty immediately exhibited his power. 


Haller, tho celebrated physiologist, re- 


cords that the family of tho Bentivoglio all 
rfrosscssctl n tumor, which used to swell 
.when a d'amp wind Blow, apil1 this^ .peculiari- 
ty was transmitted ft-om father to" son. Tab" 
frequency among tho Koreans of surnames 
'iutUcutiug 3omo physical peculiarity—^aso> 
Labooi Bifccb, Qajotp—would seem to show 
,that the fact of certain types of features 
bping transmitted through several gort'era- 
[tlous had already been remarked. This 
fact lios almost unnoticed under many cur- 
rent forms of oppression. "U'o speak ol a 
certain typo of face being aristocratic o;: 
tho reverse, by which wo mean that physi- 
cal features characterizing certain classes 
are transmitted so surely as to become tbo 
recognized appanage of those classes. Tho 
aristocracy of wcsLprn Europe pride thcm- 
sclvos "upon possessing and transmitting 
small hands, the outward and visible sign 
of long exemption from manual labor. Tho 
aristocracy of China pride themselves on 
the smailnoss of their feet. Tho implication 
in each case is tho same. Wo ofton speak 
of "bluo blood" whhont any clear idea of 
tho meaning of the expression. Tho phrasp 
probably arose 
from tho recognition of 


tho fact that tho aristocratie and luxuri- 
ous classes, who are eicmpt from actual la- 
bor, {possess n fiuO'Vlulo skin, through, 
which tbo veins show themselves clearly, 
and this peculiarity is transmitted from gen- 
eration to generation. It is a fact of liistory 
that Frederick William I, of Prussia suc- 
ceeded in producing a stock of gigantic 
grenadiers, ho matching his tallest soldiers 
with women of similar proportions. 


Ko point of structure is too minute to af- 


ford instances of tho law of inheritance;. A 
little spot on tho iris has been transmitted 
•from parent to child. The possession of a 
few abnormally long hairs in the eyebrows 
has been known to characterize the various 
members of certain families; and tho char- 
acteristic of a patch of prematurely gray 
hair 1ms been transmitted through several 
generations. 
Many ourious records exist 


of families which possessed and gloried in 
their scars, moles and other family marks, 
faithfully transmitted from parent to child 
—a son of secret hall mark stamped by na- 
ture to attest tho genuineness of tho lino. 
In tho realm of disease the facts of inher- 
itance are most numerous and are daily ac- 
cumulating. Hero they are no longer, alas, 
curious and amusing, but terrible, fateful, 
overwhelming, No fact of nature is moro 
pregnant with awful meaning than tho 
fact ot tho inheritance of disease. It meets 
the physician on his daily rounds, paralyzing 
his art ami filling him with sadness. Can- 
cer and scrofula run strongly in families. 
Insanity is hereditary to n. marked degree; 
but, fortunately, like manyother hereditary 
diseases, tends" to wear itself out, tho stock 
becoming extinct. Nearly all defects of 
sight are occasionally inherited. Sir Henry 
Holland says truly thnt "no organ or tex- 
ture of tho body 13 exempt from tlio chance 
of being tho subject of hereditary disease." 
probably most chronic diseases which per- 
manently modify tho structure and func- 
tions of tho body are- more or less liable to 
be inherited.

On the morning and evening ot oach daj 


all the young women in Zoar repair, In 
merry procession, to these barns nnd milk 
tho cows. As members oi Congress some- 
times for u much less useless purpose, tlio 
girls aro •'paired," and lo each two are as- 
signed eight eows, which they must always 
milk. 
Fancy more than thirty buxom 


young milkmaids, with tho good 
looks 


which arc the offspring of good health, out- 
door exerciso and good diet, sparlding ic 
their eyes, lips ami cheeks. Kach 0:10 is 
tastefully dressed in wcll-Ettlng chintz or 
calico, and wears a whito apron, which, 
like every thing else about thcso moat nt- 
trucUvu young women, is scrupulously neat 
and clean. The girls have t'.ie privilege of 
ur.iniag the eows assigned to them, and tho 
name of each cow is painted over her stall. 
These names show that there Is tv traco of 
romance in tho minds of the young women 
of Koar, tho boviaes rejoicing ill such fanci- 
ful appellations ao J-,ily, Maiui, Ethc!, etc. 


Another place iu which to sec the Zoarito 


young women lo advantage is tho bakery, 
whoro allthc broad and pies for tho entire 
eonimmiii.y an; baked fresh every morning. 
From T.'J to 100 loaves comprise the average 
daily consumption of the town. Tlie baking 
is donu by r.ioa, but each household sends 
its young women to the bakery to procure 
its supply of daily broad nnd carry it homo 
wrapped in a largo, spotless white cloth 
whicii each damsel carries with her. 


besides t'uoso quaint processions of young 


women to the cow stables and tho bakery, 
Uicrc is another similar one to bo seen i,n 
Zonr on every pleasant day. That is a pro- 
cession of girls, rangjag frooi eight to 
thirteen years, drawing ra an old-fashioned 
baby carriage n, younger brother or sister 
for an airing. As all property in Zoar is 
held in common, so the Zoaritcs sharo 
equally and panicipato together in all their 
pleasures and duties. Tln:s, even tho babies 
OH the society arc u aired " simultaneously 
in a long drawa-out procession. 


For the pleasure of the members of tho 


society and their visitors u publio garden 
ur.d a green house aro maintained in Xoar. 
Both are of considerable extent and would 
be highly creditable to any largo city. Tho 
garden hi tastefully laid out and contains 
some noble trees ami o'cgant shrubbery. A 
largo and delightfully cool arbor in. tho cen- 
ter is entirely concealed by the latter. Tho 
green-house boasts a 
Unc collection of 


choice plants and flowers. There Is no pro- 
hibitory •'JTo admittance'' or "Hands off" 
on any thing, and every one is freo to octcr 
at all times and roam about at will. From 
the garden ami prcca-houso it is but a few 
steps to the picnic ground, a grovo of grand 
old forest trees, in wiiich tho Zoaritcs have 
placed swings and a covered dancing plat- 
form for tho enjoyment of their younger 
visitors, who, in summer time, como in 
largo numbers I'rom surrounding cities and 
towns as well as from tho adjacent country 
and picnic here on two or three days of al- 
most every week. 


Slimj; Terms for Money. 


Probably every country possesses pocu- 


liar or slang terms for its circulating coins 
und notes. Tn Lliis country, "greenbacks'7 
eir.ircly superseded "United States notes," 
and in the davs of fractional currency 
every body spoke of " shmplastcrs," al- 
though the designation was neither elegant 
nor expressive. Now we say "nidiels" 
for "iiva-rcnt pieces," but otherwise our 
coin language is remarkably free from 
sh-.ng. (j'l-rat Britain, on the other hand, is 
full of financial slang. In Scotland tho 
man who Hies "kites'' is probably not 
worth a " boodle," which is u purely imag- 
inary coin, in .England the'snmo person 
would uot be worth a "mag." 
A "kite" is

The eab-Jriver 
expects you to tip him with " tanner "—that 
is, a sixpence—while the common appella- 
tion of a shilling is a "bob."
